SUSPICIONS ABOUND 

Without concrete evidence, Minneapolis 
wants to shut down massage parlor 
over the appearance of prostitution 



J ulia Wang had not owned Orchid 
Massage Spa in Minneapolis’ 
Nokomis neighborhood for a full 
year when neighbors started tip¬ 
ping off city inspectors about suspected 
prostitution. 

It seemed odd, neighbors complained, 
that male customers bound for the spa 
would routinely park their cars blocks 
away from Orchid, despite the availability 
of much closer spots. So business license 
inspector Beth Roberts, a former police 
officer with 25 years’ experience, began 
to investigate. 

In November 2016, she watched as 
two separate male customers walked to 
Orchid after parking more than a block 
away. To Roberts, this was typical behavior 
for people seeking illegal sex services. 
When she entered Orchid, she found that 
owner Wang was out for lunch, leaving the 
spa in the charge of a woman who couldn’t 
provide identification as an employee, and 
claimed to be there for a job interview. 

The woman told Roberts she was the 
only one present that day. However, the 
inspector soon discovered a male customer 
inside one of the massage rooms with a 
female masseuse, who immediately closed 
the door at the sight of city staff. 

During that same inspection, Roberts 
noted the spa had a “generally cluttered, 
unkempt, uninviting and unprofessional 
appearance,” storing a large amount of 
food, cooking equipment, clothing, per¬ 
sonal effects, and beds. This led her to 
conclude that workers lived on site, another 
sign of possible prostitution. 


Later, Roberts trawled the web for 
Orchid ads, discovering the spa adver¬ 
tised heavily on Backpage.com, “often 
with sexually provocative photographs 
and copy.” Orchid had also earned a num¬ 
ber of customer reviews on RubMaps, an 
erotic massage locater. The ads weren’t so 
overt that they broke any laws, but their 
tone and presentation seemed to flirt with 
the possibility, according to the inspector. 

Orchid’s business license expired on Jan¬ 
uary 1 of this year. When Wang attempted 
to renew, Minneapolis Business Licenses 
staff recommended against it. So Wang 
appealed, denying having done anything 
short of running a legitimate business. 

She points out that the street parking 
immediately outside Orchid is only valid for 
one hour, which doesn’t do her customers 
any good when the typical massage itself 
is an hour long. As for the beds, cloth¬ 
ing, and personal items found in the back 
room, Wang says she provides a lounge for 
her workers to rest up after tiring shifts, 
nothing more. And while she admitted 
to being careless by leaving a prospective 
employee with poor English in charge 
of the spa while she went out to lunch 
on the day of the inspection, Wang also 
criticized the city for failing to provide an 
interpreter while questioning the woman. 

“I think it’s not fair,” Wang says. “I’m 
an honest business owner. I am Chinese, 
I am yellow, but that doesn’t mean all the 
Chinese massage parlors are engaged with 
prostitution, or that all Chinese women in 
the massage business are likely engaged 
with prostitution.”

It would be one thing for the city to shut 
down businesses over firm evidence of 
illegal activity, Wang says. But it’s another 
to insinuate she has committed a crime 
without proof. 

An administrative hearing was held on 
May 30, with city hearing officer Michael 
Sindt finding the inspector’s hunches

more credible than Wang’s explanations. 
He also recommended that the city cut 
Orchid loose. 

The community development and regu¬ 
latory services committee will hear Wang 
once more this week before considering 
whether to deny her application to resume

T he facts of the case are not in 
dispute. 

On a Sunday in January, a 
crowd of about 1,000 people 
arrived at Minneapolis-St. Paul 
International Airport to protest 
the Trump administration’s Muslim travel ban. 

Mike Madden intended to be among them. 
But the 62-year-old and his wife heat their St. 
Paul home with a wood-burning stove, and he 
had log-splitting to do. 

“If you go against the grain, it’s a lot of work,” 
advises Madden, gripping a 16-pound maul. “If 
you go with the grain it’s a lot easier.” 

It was 3 o’clock by the time his wife, Gail, 
dropped him at the airport. Finding no dem¬ 
onstrators in sight, Madden staged a one-man 
protest, walking up and down the baggage 
claim carrying a chest-sized sign. “MUSLIMS 
WELCOME,” it read. 

Some arriving passengers nodded. The rest 
looked through him. As he passed by a group 
of East African airport workers, two made eye 
contact, mouthing the words “Thank you.” 

Eventually Madden learned the protest had 
moved to another part of the airport. He tracked 
it down at precisely the moment a policeman 
barked into a bullhorn: Anyone who didn’t 
leave immediately would be arrested. 

As other protesters jammed into an airport 
tram, Madden hung back. He was “informed” 
or “instructed” to leave eight times, according 
to a criminal complaint. By about the fifth time, 
they were quibbling over the method: Mad¬ 
den wanted to wait for Gail to pick him up. 
The cops wanted him to take the next train. 

As an officer forcibly escorted his charge— 
“tense and resisting”—toward the light rail sta¬ 
tion, Madden quit complying. “I’m not going,” 
he said. “Go ahead and arrest me.” So they did. 

In the annals of crime, no caper sounds less 
exciting than The Man Who Wanted a Ride 
Home from His Wife. It’s a little more inter¬ 
esting than it first appears. 

Madden was born in 1955 to a large Irish 
Catholic family in northeast Minneapolis. “One

older brother,” he says with a wry smile. 
“Seven sisters.” 

Mom worked as a nurse, his father as a 
first-rate auto mechanic when alcoholism 
didn’t get in the way. 

Madden took after his big brother, an 
outspoken protester of the Vietnam War. 
But Mike wanted a way into college. He 
waited until after the Paris Peace Accords 
were signed in 1973 to join the Air Force, 
and served five years fixing radios and 
radar systems. 

Madden enrolled at the University of 
Minnesota to study Spanish and Latin 
American history 

“Before that, I had kind of swallowed 
all that stuff about America purely being 
a force for good,” Madden says. “College 
opened my eyes.” 

He eventually dropped out to become a 
cab driver, then a house painter. He now 
makes ends meet as a contractor and 
handyman. Madden travels by bike, and 
gets work by word of mouth. He’s restored 
five neighborhood homes, and is hard at 
work on a sixth. 

He knows the news better than most 
of the people who make it, casually citing 
the number of a congressional resolution 
or the percentage of energy a 20-year-old 
project generated by polluting indigenous 
Canadians’ land. 

As a member of Veterans for Peace, 
Madden has protested against Iraq Wars, 
drone strikes, Guantanamo Bay, and the 
imprisonment of Chelsea Manning. He 
can’t imagine another way. 

“It’s high drama,” Madden says. “I want 
to live life fully engaged in this world. I’m 
going to be a part of it all.” 

Madden says he went to the airport that 
cold January day because he was “offended

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by the clear religious discrimination.” The 
ban, he concluded, would do more harm 
than good. 

“The 'war on terror’ is perceived abroad 
as a war against Islam,” he says. “And 
Trump’s Muslim ban reinforces the idea 
that it is a war on Islam.” 

Gail is quieter. “She writes more letters 
to her elected officials than anyone,” says 
her husband. She would prefer he take the 
prosecutors’ offer after his airport arrest: 
plead guilty, pay a $100 fine, and agree 
not to “trespass” at the airport again for 
12 months. 

That would’ve been the easy way. It’s 
working against the grain that’s hard. “It’s 
about the principle,” Madden says. “I didn’t 
do anything wrong.” 

In March, Madden refused a plea deal 
from the Metropolitan Airports Commis¬ 
sion’s private attorneys, who essentially

act as prosecutors-for-hire. So they upped 
the charge, accusing him of “trespass on 
critical public service facilities.” 

Noted First Amendment defender Jordan 
Kushner thinks his client is being punished 
for not giving in. 

Kushner also represented Michael 
Morey, who sat down in the middle of 
the airport’s dropoff section, deliberately 
stopping traffic. Morey took a plea deal, 
and a judge reduced his offense to a petty 
misdemeanor, the equivalent of a traffic 
ticket. 

It’s one of those curiously American 
forms of injustice. “You can face a lot more 
punishment if you’re innocent,” Kushner 
says. 

The lawyer has filed a motion to dismiss 
Madden’s case, arguing he’d gone to the 
airport to “publicly express his opinion 
on an issue... at the center of a national 
debate.” Madden was not interfering with 
airport business, Kushner asserts, and says 
authorities cannot dictate how a person 
vacates a given location. 

Madden’s first court date is scheduled 
for August 17. If the case isn’t dropped or 
thrown out, he faces up to a year in prison 
and a $3,000 fine. For carrying a little sign 
that says Muslims are welcome, and for 
trying to catch a ride home with his wife. 

It’s the sort of abuse of power that makes 
people rush to protest. So long as the day’s 
fire wood is chopped, Mike Madden would 
be first in line. S3

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flavors,” as if giving the world of malt 
beverages a healthy kick in the pants. 
That’s not exactly the health tonic we’d 
recommend, but the carrot/aloe/mango 
flavor is surprisingly drinkable. Does it 
taste like a melted peach Jolly Rancher? 
Maybe a little. It’s lightly carbonated, with 
the sweetness of a nectar that effectively 
masks the malt aftertaste. Steer clear of 
the more ambitious but less successful 
pineapple/lime/cilantro variety, which 
awkwardly clashes the bitter flavor of 
the malt with herbal cilantro and tropi¬ 
cal fruit. 

WHITE CLAW 

BLACK CHERRY, 5% ABV 
All hail the dawn of the boozy seltzer 
water! While some other brands’ bitter 
aftertaste and fake fruit flavor dampen 
the magic of the low calorie count, White 
Claw’s black cherry flavor balances booze 
and fruit essence perfectly—almost too 
perfectly. You could get very, very drunk 
on these. If that isn’t your goal, go slow 
and mix some virgin seltzer in from time 
to time for good measure. No matter what, 
you’re keepingyour calorie intake low (110 
per can!) and your party quotient high. 


BRAVAZZI HARD SODA 

BLOOD ORANGE, 4.2% ABV 
If you love the sophisticated sodas of 
San Pellegrino, but you’re tired of sneak¬ 
ing off to the kitchen to funnel in booze 
from your hip flask, Bravazzi hard Italian 
sodas (in grapefruit, limonata, and blood 
orange flavors) will make your habit a 
bit easier. Unlike the spiked seltzers, 
Bravazzi isn’t so concerned about calorie 
counts, but the result is a thoroughly 
quaffable refreshment. The sugar cane 
brewing process makes this naturally 
gluten-free and the flavor bright and 
sweet, with some blood orange bitter¬ 
ness to avoid cloying. 

UNDERWOOD 

THE BUBBLES, 11% ABV 
When you need to make a toast but you’re 
too comfortable in your inner tube to 
pop a bottle and fill a champagne flute, 
reach for a cold can of the Bubbles. This 
sparkling Chardonnay from Underwood 
is a portable, potable party with notes 
of “ripe citrus, tropical fruit, and white 
flowers.” It’s dry and refreshingly effer¬ 
vescent, and double the booze of other 
cans on this list.

We’re giddy over our local soda company 
stepping in to fill the void of canned cock¬ 
tails in the Midwest—even more so because 
these flavors are actually tasty You’d expect 
as much from a company that breezes past 
standard pop flavors in favor of Grape¬ 
fruit Chamomile Cardamom and Ginger 
Apricot Allspice. For its debut cocktails, 
Joia opted for classics with contemporary 
buzz: the Moscow Mule, the Greyhound, 
and the Cosmopolitan. We were instant 
fans of the Moscow Mule, which nails 
the thirst-quenching double-whammy 
of fizz and spicy ginger. The Greyhound 
plays on the easy-drinking mix of vodka 
and grapefruit to instantly delight. The 
Cosmopolitan was perhaps our least favor¬ 
ite, simply for its syrupy sweetness, but if 
the cranberry-vodka combo is your drink 
of choice, you’ll find this one a passable 
substitute for the real deal. 


vodka mule, etc.) could easily fill a cooler 
with enough variety to suit all tastes and 
occasions. Though the spectacularly spicy 
Bloody Mary (10% ABV) passes muster 
and a Rum & Cola (7% ABV) is a smooth 
and sweet sipper, the Gin & Tonic is the 
clear standout of the bunch, blending an 
aromatic gin with bright grapefruit and 
cucumber tonic and effervescence that 
lasts. We could see many hours knocking 
these back on a shady patio, no glass or 
lime wedge necessary.

Aiming to impress with your canned 
drink of choice? Hands-down the best 
can on this list, Rock & Rye is a tiny pack¬ 
age that packs a craft cocktail bar’s worth 
of quality—and booze. This slow-sipper 
mixes rye whiskey with raw honey, navel 
orange, and Angostura bitters, like an 
Old Fashioned in a can. It goes down 
smooth enough to drink straight, or 
you can pour it over ice if you’re feel¬ 
ing fancy. At $3.50 a pop, this tipple is a 
much better deal than most bars around 
town will cut you.

WALKER 
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TOWERING INFERNO 

The long-awaited film adaptation of Stephen King’s Dark Tower saga is a flaming pile

"W" f you’ve been following the behind- 
I the-scenes saga of The Dark Tower 
I movie, it will come as no surprise 
A that the film adaptation of Stephen 
King’s magnum opus is bad. The project 
had been in limbo since 2007, passing 
from J. J. Abrams to Ron Howard in 2010 
before ultimately landing in the hands of 
director Nikolaj Arcel. Post-production 
rumors further raised red flags and, sure 
enough, The Dark Tower has proven a 
movie that will both disappoint King’s 
faithful and perplex newcomers to the tale. 

The Dark Tower story spans eight books. 
The Dark Tower movie spans 95 minutes. 
Rather than shoot for a direct adaptation 
of any one book, the filmmakers opted 
for a mishmash of events depicted at 


various points in the epic and then took 
additional liberties. 

Obviously any film adaptation is going 
to require some tweaking and paring, but 
what we get here is a crude patchwork of 
what is, in writing, a vast mythology—and 
the end product is a hurried and shallow 
simulacrum that fails to stand on its own. 

The film version tells the story of 
Roland Deschain (Idris Elba) through 
the eyes of a boy named Jake Chambers 
(Tom Taylor). Jake has been plagued by 
nightmares since his father died: visions 
of another world, a Man in Black (Mat¬ 
thew McConaughey), and the gunslinger 
Roland, an alternate-universe cowboy- 
knight sworn to protect the Dark Tower 
from falling. When some evil goons come 
to kidnap Jake, he finds a way to cross 
dimensions and runs into Roland, who’s 


now on a quest to kill the the Man in 
Black. 

There’s not much of anything worth 
seeing here. The story comes out like 
word vomit. The CGI looks years behind. 
The action sequences are mostly unimagi¬ 
native. Matthew McConaughey dials his 
McConaugheyness to 11 even though 
he’s playing an evil sorcerer, which is a 
constant distraction. 

The only enjoyable part of the film is 
Idris Elba, who is so supremely talented 
he could play a shoe in a movie and it 
would somehow be badass and compel¬ 
ling. Here he imbues Roland with both an 
awesome power and a reserved helpless¬ 
ness that gives at least some nuance to 
a world of one-dimensional characters. 
The only thing he doesn’t quite nail is 
Roland’s obsession, but that has more to

do with the movie’s overall shortcomings 
than it does with Elba’s performance. 
And Elba’s strong portrayal is yet another 
great fuck-you to adaptation purists who 
believe a character originally written as 
white, like Roland Deschain, can’t be 
anything other than white. 

It’s a shame The Dark Tower couldn’t 
be more. There’s so much source mate¬ 
rial from which to draw, so many ambi¬ 
tious ideas to explore had the movie been 
reined in. We could’ve had & Harry Potter- 
type franchise here. But given how poorly 
The Dark Tower was executed, it’d be a 
shock to see anything else come of it. 03

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SONGS OF HIMSELF 

After years of making other bands sound better, Jeremy Ylvisaker releases his first solo records

'X' fyou’reaTwin Cities music fan, chances 
I are you’ve heard the guitar work of 
I Jeremy Ylvisaker—but never quite 
A. like this. 

Ylvisaker’s two new instrumental col¬ 
lections, Dimebag and Malibu Hymnal, 
are the veteran local musician’s very first 
solo albums. With both electric flourishes 
and spare acoustic melodies, the guitarist 
conveys emotions as varied as vulnerability, 
loneliness, and affection. 

The six acoustic songs on MalibuHymnal 
have a relaxed, summertime vibe, as though 
listeners are sitting around a fire pit hear¬ 
ing Ylvisaker play tenderly as the sun sets 
over the lake. Dimebag is an experimental 
concept album about the death of Pantera 
guitarist “Dimebag” Darrell Abbott and 
his burial with Eddie Van Halen’s guitar 
beside him. The material was culled from 10 
years’ worth of recordings made at multiple 
locations, from Andrew Bird soundchecks 
to Micheal “Eyedea” Larsen’s studio. Each 
song is a fond ode to the musicians Ylvisaker 
has worked with over the years, who have 
taught him more than they’ll ever know. 

“I never went to college,” Ylvisaker says 
over coffee on a beautiful summer morn¬ 


ing in Minneapolis’ North Loop. “But all 
my friends—Andrew Bird, Martin Dosh, 
Andrew Broder, Ryan Francesconi, Mikey 
Larsen, JT Bates, Mike Lewis—they are 
like my professors. Learning from them 
was my college. Those guys are just impos¬ 
sibly inspiring people. I feel like I want to 
dedicate this to everybody who showed 
me how to do stuff.” 

Ylvisaker has turned that quality edu¬ 
cation into 
an impres¬ 
sive music 
career. He’s 
performed 
with 
renowned 

artists like John Prine, Justin Vernon, 
Jenny Lewis, Eyedea and Abilities, Haley, 
Fog, and Mark Mailman. And in addition 
to his current gigs with the Suburbs and 
Andrew Bird, he plays with his own bands: 
Alpha Consumer, the Cloak Ox, Gramma’s 
Boyfriend, and Guitar Party (fronted by 
his daughter, Mijah). A few months back, 
Ylvisaker was an artist-in-residence at 
the Eaux Claires music festival. Makes 
you wonder how he found time to record

two solo albums. 

“I’ve actually started and never finished 
a ton of things in the last 15 years,” Ylvi¬ 
saker says. “I just kept making things but 
never finishing anything. The initial part 
of Dimebag came together really fast, and 
then I, of course, never finished it. Over the 
years, I just kept making things that fit with 
the sound of it and the vibe of it perfectly. 
So then I had all these CDs laying around 
with all these ideas on them. Finally, with 
the help of many engineers—Alex Proctor, 
in particular—we organized all those into 
a semi-cohesive thing. With the other one 
[MalibuHymnal], I just started playing the 
acoustic guitar a bunch, and suddenly I 
had a lot of that music too. So one night I 
went down to Littlebig Studio with Brent 
Sigmeth, and knocked that out in a couple 
hours. So suddenly I had two finished things, 
what do I do? So I decided to put them out 
at the same time. One took 10 years, one 
took two hours.” 

Both albums offer unfiltered glimpses 
into Ylvisaker’s imagination. Malibu Hym¬ 
nal’s ‘Website Creek” has a wistful, somber 
tone that evokes walking away from a bad 
situation to a new place full of possibility 


and potential, while the mournful, finger- 
picked chords of the title track suggest both 
loss and love. The title of “Bob Ross Saying 
Maybe,” which belies the somber nature of 
the tune itself, is perhaps a nod to producer 
Mike Lewis’ penchant for comically naming 
the songs he composes for his jazz band, 
Happy Apple. 

“I just want everybody’s day to be hap¬ 
pier and more calm,” Ylvisaker says of his 
creative aims for these releases. “The word 
‘sentimental’ is kind of taboo in the world 
of a creative person, but I feel there is a 
proper way to engage with that real feeling.” 

Malibu Hymnal has a casual, easy-going 
charm, but also a rare emotional depth. “It’s 
a nice day, just bringyour guitar outside and 
mess around with open tunings,” Ylvisaker 
says of the album’s overall vibe and the lei¬ 
surely way the songs came together. “Feeling 
your way through them, they just become 
tunes. I just wanted to dare myself to do it. 
I’m an electric player, and I’m usually in a 
band where I’m not accountable for the 
content at all. So it was just like, ‘All right, 
dude. Can you do this?’ The only way to 
do that is not think about it too hard, and 
do it quick.” 

Dimebag is a more unconventional, 
eclectic collection, with Ylvisaker joined 
on various tracks by Tim Glenn, Lewis, Dosh, 
Bates, and Broder. The avant-garde tonal 
excursions “Diamonds in the Sky,” “Hazer,” 
“Dusk,” and “Rust” have an ominous, Lyn- 
chian quality, while the melancholy Steve 
Earle cover, “Goodbye” (recorded by Eyedea 
in his studio), is the most straightforward 
song found on either album. Dimebag’s 
centerpiece is the droney, eight-minute epic, 
“VHII (The Elder),” which captures the 
moment that Dimebag’s Kiss-themed coffin 
slowly descends into his grave. “I see this 
elder being lowered into the ground, and 
this crazy, mystical lighting, and this guitar 
resonating forever,” Ylvisaker explains. 

After years of ceding the spotlight to his 
talented collaborators, Ylvisaker isn’t fazed 
by having the attention placed squarely on 
him. “How I take the pressure off is real¬ 
izing that this isn’t ‘impressive’ music,” 
Ylvisaker says. “It’s not necessarily that 
it’s boring, but it’s like looking at a lake. 
There’s big waves, there’s millions of little 
waves, it’s one shape, there’s a few colors,
